What every intelligent stalext 

of the war hia besn anxiously 
watching for many dsya ie the 
German encitcling movement in 
the East. Even the man in the 
etreet understanda ‘that tho; fall 
of Warsaw is of small importance 
compared with the annihilation of 
the Russian armies, Thot the 
Germans were out t> accomplish 
this if they possibly could is 
quite evident. The colossal 


‘movement. that sept. round 


Poland from North to Snuth is 
the biggest stroke of military 
strategy ever attempted. The 
German plan was to drive a 
wedge north énd south, which 
wouldaut off the retreat of the 
Russian crmies defending War- 
ssw. It ie pe:hapsa little esrly 
for tho cautio us military crilio to 
dogmatice on this subject, but at 
present itis to lerably certain that 
the German plan has failed... The 
enemy hold Warsaw right enough 
and no doubt the Polish capital 
will witness the triumphant entry 
of tho Kaiser Wilhelm? at the 
head of hie ckozen legions, and 
mach pomp and circumetsree of 
victory in Sigismund Square. 
Already the new Teuton libera- 
tors cf ancjert Poland. are in 
augarating the new freedom by 
sting up preciasly the same 
regime that obtains in Balgiam. 
The Poles have been mendacious- 
ly aesured that the Germans do 
ro} make war on a. civilian 
popultion. This announcement 
appesra on the morning of the 
day that eaw another Zsppelin 
raid on the Eaglish coast and 
about twénty women and children 
blown to bits. The Polea must 
have bad their own doubts 
on the subject. Beoause for days 
before the city waa evicus'ed by 
the Russiane, death waa rained 
upon it by German avistors. The 
new Military Governor of Poland 
promises to. be beneficent.
